Rockport. Mass., Aug. 11.—The car- 


go of anchors on board the naval tug 
Nezinscot, Captain New Evans, proved 
too great a burden as she rolled down 
the coast from Portsmouth 'to Boston 
before a northerly gale early today, 
and after the seas had flooded the en- 
gine room the tug rolled over and sank 
off Cape Ann. 


Four of 'her crew lost their lives, 


while nine others, .'including the cap- 
tain's wife and boy, reached land after 
a hard struggle. 
Those lost were: 


Charles F. Trotter, acting assistant 
surgeon: :C. L. Taylor, ordinary sea- 
man; C. F. White, colored, ship's cook, 
first class: L. R. Edwards, colored, 
eearaan.

• Captain is Rttcued. 


Captain Evans and Machinists' Mate 


X; Self rick, were taken, from an oak 
grating by a life saving crew after 
they had been in the water nearly five 
hours and had'seen Dr. Trotter wash- 
ed off into the sea. 


Chief Boatswain's Mate F. R. Bltner 


struggled an hour with Mrs. Evans 
and the boy on a narrow plank. En- 
gineer Pratt and three ,'seamen . man- 
aged to gain the ship's boat after the 
sinking of the tug and righted, her, 
hauled Bitner,. Mrs. Evans and the boy 
on board and then vowed ashore. 


The second officer, the captain's wife 


arid her little boy and four of the crew 
landed at Lanesville and reported that 
Captain .Evans, 'the surgeon, the en- 
gineer and several seamen were drift- 
ing out .to sea before the gale on the 
life raft. 
Half an hour later a dozen 


fishing boats put out from here as well 
as the life-saving' crews from Straits 
Mouth and Gloucester to rescue the 
men adrift.

The westerly gale, was .blowing when 


the Nezinscot left Portsmouth so Cap- 
tain Evans- hugged the shore as far as 
Ipswich. 
Then he headed across for 


Cape Ann. As the tug went off shore 
she met rising seas and began to roll. 
Off Halibut Point a big. sea bore the 
little boat over until the water flooded 
her engine room and she became help- 
less. 


Captain Evans ordered the 
single 


boat carried to be lowered and'put In 
it the second pfficer and the captain's 
wife and little boy. Scarcely had the 
boat touched the water when the Nez- 
inscot lurched'arid nluriged under'the 
waves.

The captain, ..surgeon, engineer arid 


three- or four of the crew managed to 
haul themselves aboard . & life : raft. 
Then it was'found that, three of the 
tug's men had -gone down'.

Sensational Arrest 
of a 


Broker in New York 
' 


in Copper Fight. 


New York, Aug. 11.—The district at- 


torney's investigation of the Windsor 
Trust company's J50.000 loan transac- 
tion led to the arrest yesterday of Pon- 
ald L. Persch, Harvard graduate and 
a son of CoL John P. Persch. -said to 
be of Pittsburg, on a charge of grand 
larceny. 


According to evidence laid before the 


district attorney. Persch ordered the 
sale of the $110.000 of'Helnze copper 
stocks that had been put up by M. M. 
Joyce as collateral on a supposed loan 
from the trust company and got J34,- 
000 of the 514,000 profit on the trans- 
action. 


It is the belief of Acting District At- 


torney Nott that there Is some strong 
head and hand behind Persch in this 
transaction. In asking that the young 
curb broker be held In $50.000 badl. 
Mr. Nott said he had reason to believe 
that "powerful Interests" were behind 
the prisoner. 
t 


Persch Hints at Disclosure. 


Persch himself said to one of his 


friends: 


"With rno It Is simply a question 


whether I shall squeal or whether I 
shall stand by a man who has paid me 
from $8,000 to J10.000 a year." 


Persch made that statement Monday 


night and when he appeared before the 
acting district attorney yesterday he 
had decided to stand pat. He refused 
to answer the questions put to him. 


It has been the contention of F. Au- 


gustus 
Helnze's 
friends 
that 
this 


Windsor Trust company 
transaction 


represented 
merely 
an 
effort 
by 


Helnze's enemies to cripple him finan- 
cially and depress the market value of 
his copper stocks. 
It was learned 


yesterday that Helnzo himself has been

Heinze Left "Holding the Bag." 


All that Heinze had to show for the

In the six months, it is said, about 


$2,000,000 has been offered in loans to 
Heinze. He finally had got to the point 
where he had refused to deal with any 
one 
except 
thoroughly responsible 


lenders, and It Is the belief of the cop- 
per man's friends that the use of the 
Windsor Trust's name In this $50,000 
Joyce transaction was inspired by the 
same mind that was behind the Heinze 
personal loans. 


On May 25 last, for instance, Heinze 


had an experience a good deal like 
Joyce's. A man who has an office in 
the same building as some of those 
concerned in the Windsor deal went to 
Heinze with, an offer to lend money on 
copper stocks. 


Heinze borrowed $31,000, putting up 


$60,000 collateral. The supposed lend- 
er, it is said, signed a supplementary 
paper specifying that tho stock should 
be held intact. 


The next day Heinze brought some 


Davis-Daly and Ohio copper stocks, 
and,- like his friend Joyce, he was sur- 
prised to find several of the Identical 
certificates that he put up as collateral 
only the day before. 


Whether or not the Windsor trust 


transaction was part of an attack upon 
Heinze, the district attorney's office 
believes others besides Persch were 
familiar with the real nature of the 
deal. 


Agent Tells of the Deal. 


As soon as Persch refused to answer 


the questions he. was arrested aud ar- 
raigned on a charge of larceny U'fore 
Magistrate Corrigan on a short affi- 
davit. Persch's counsel objected to 
$50.000 ball as excessive. He said his 
client would be able to furnish $23.000. 


"I believe powerful persons are be- 


hind this defendant," said Mr. Nott.

Robert M. Womack, familiarly known 
as "Bob" Womack, the discoverer of 
Cripple Creek, is dead. 
The range 


rider who rubbed with the finger or 
faith the lamp of Aladdin and flooded 
the world with gold, has gone on the 
last prospect tour, into the sunset. 


The man who turned a cow pasture 


into a mint when he sunk the first 
shaft in the great gold camp ar.d thus 
sent $250,000,000 into the markets of 
the' world, who gave the secret ol his 
find to others, died dependent on the 
charity'and gratitude of .those he had 
enriched. 


. Womack died of a broken heart. The 
death of, his niece, Dorsey Womack, 
two weeks ago hastened the end. He 
had been feeble • for four years and 
gave up the struggle when the 4-year- 
old relative passed out of life. 
. . 


Bob Womack was born 
sixty-six 


years ago. He began riding the Requa 
Gulch range for a cattle company late 
in the '80s. The gold fever1 burned in 
his veins as he traversed the ground 
which the owners 
believed almost 


worthless. 


Honeycombed Country. 


In 1891 Womack did his first .pros- 


pect digging. Finally the foreman of 
the range sent complaints to the Den- 
ver mortgagees that Womack was 


wasting his time honey-combing th* 
country with prospect holes Into which 
the cattle fell and crippled themselves. 


An Investigation was made. 
AVo- 


mack, the gold hunter's look blazing 
In his eyes, the gold digger's stoop 
bending his shoulders, listened pa- 
tiently to the order to stop digging. 
But the spell was upon him. He gave 
a sack to W. R. Myers to take to 
Denver to have assayed. 
By some 


mischance the test was never made, 
but the ranger kept on neglecting his 
cattle for the shaft until one day go- 
ing into Colorado Springs with a load 
of rock, he came back thrilled be- 
cause he had struck pay dirt. 


"We'll give you $300 for the claim," 


said one of the millionaires of the 
future. 
Womack's eyes popped out. 


He had never had so much money as 
that before and he closed the deal. 
That piece of land turned out to be 
the famous El Paso mine, one of the 
richest In the district. 


Sold All for a Song. 


He prospected thirty other claims 


and every one of them he gave away 
or sold for a song before half their 
richness had been revealed. His was 
the craving of discovery, not of pos- 
session. 


Wtnfield Scott Stratton was one of 


his companions and wanted htm tn 
follow him when the mysterious cal/ 
came from another part of the camp. 
Womack hesitated, but Stratton went 
on and discovered the Independence, 
which he sold for $10,000,000. 


The, story of the returns from as- 


says on Womack's claims started a- 
rush to the district later called Crip- 
ple Creek .from the cattle crippled in 
Womack's prospect, holes. 


As others' fortunes increased, Wo- 


mack's faded. 
Then he heard what 


was doing up on the hills as he split 
kindling for the fires of his Bister's 
boarding-house, washed dishes or did 
chores about the place, but his only 
comment was, "I knew I- was right; 
couldn't fool me." 


So 
Bob Womack lived in poverty, 


until he became helpless. 
He always 


believed he would tap another vein of 
gold.

F. Fenton, one of the best known hotel 
proprietors in this part of the state, 
was shot and wounded mortally on the 
street yesterday afternoon by an ex- 
convict discharged recently from Sing 
Sing, named McSorley. Fenton was a, 
member of the jury which convicted 
McSorley of the crime for which he 
was sent to prison. Both 
died last 


night. 
, Fenton was 50 years old on Aug. 8 
and entertained a party of -friends at 
luncheon. 
At that time he told the 


story of his life. Among the incidents 
he mentioned that he had sat upon the 
jury which hijd convicted a man named 
JlcSorley, for which McSorley 
was 


sentenced to a long term in the state 
prison. 


A stranger of handsome appearance 


entered the cafe 'of Fenton's hotel yes- 
terday afternoon at 2 o'clock, and after 
taking a drink of whisky asked if Mr. 
Fenton was around. .The clerk said he 
had just stepped out. The stranger 
said he would call again. 


Comes Back to Seek Victim. 


' He went down the.street. Later the 
stranger retraced his steps to the Hotel 
•Elberton. Just before he -reached the 
hotel Fenton stepped out of .the door 
and walked up the street. The'stranger 
followed him. 
' ! Fenton turned into West Main street. 
There were hundreds of persons in 
sight when the stranger walked up to 
him and tapped him on the shoulder. 
Fenton turned around and uttered an 
exclamation. Then he ran down the 
street. 
The stranger .pursued'."'him, 


j.darting in.and out among the shoppers. 
I.- After running about 300 feet 
the 


'stranger pulled a revolver and' began 
-shooting at .Fenton. 
The-'.first shot 


went wild, but the second entered Fen- 
on's abdomen and he" fell to UV side- 
valk. The stranger then-walked up to 
his victim'and, looking do.wrt at him, 
.gain pointed'his revolver at" him'and 
fired another shot. -This, entered Mr. 
Fenton's'head back of: trie left ear and 
passed out. through his. neck. •.; 


' Then Shoots'S'elf'in Head.'

The-stranger then stepped., back' a 


couple of paces and placing the re- 
volver • to his left temple—being left 
handed—pulled the trigger, sending 
bullet through his brain. He ifell to 
the sidewalk within five feet of''where 
his victim lay. 


Both men were taken to a hospita 


and placed on adjoining beds. • Ten 
minutes after their arrival at the hos- 
pital Fenton's assailant died withou 
regaining consciousness.

placed upon' the operating table Imme- 
diately.

Information regarding McSorley is 


meagre, but it is known he once ran a 
saloon at Coney Island, within a short 
distance of a hotel kept by Mr. Fenton.

McSorley, arrested 
on a serious 


charge, was sent to prison for a long 
term. 


, Swore Oath of Vengeance. 


On being sentenced. McSorley seem- 


ed to take especial offense because bis 
neighbor, Daniel Fenton. was on the 
jury which convicted him, and then 


I made H threat, as he was being led 
j away, that when he got out he-would 


kill Fenton the first thing he did. 


At that time Fenton had a hotel on 


Surf avenue, Coney Island. Later he 
sold out bis place and 
removed to 


Phoenixville, Pa., where for 
several 


years he had a hotel. This place he 
sold out and was out of business for 
several years. 


On May 1, 1907, he came to Middle- 


town and purchased the Elberton hotel 
on King street.
